thing to offer except complaints 
about what went wrong in your 
little world.

In boredom he takes to read- 
Ing the newspaper at the table, 
to falling asleep immediately 
after dinner, or turning up the 
television set very loudly and 
falling asleep on the couch.

Questions are of three types: 
seeking information, foolish 
questions or the intelligent kind 
which releases a flow of conver­ 
sation from the man. This, of 
course, is to be differentiated 
from the kind of questioning 
which releases a flow from a 
woman friend. That's the kind

that can't be dammed out.
No college education is re­ 

quired for any woman to do some 
library research about his job so 
she can ask intelligent questions 
about it. Nor is the college de­ 
gree necessary to read a news­ 
paper from front to back to know 
enough to trigger his comments 
about world affairs.

The rewards will be great.
